The battalion mode 
a splendid appearance as It paraded the streets 
to tho muslo of tho bands and made the welkla 
ring with cheers over tho Ohio election. The 
speaker was escorted to tho court house, and 
then the clubs made a tour of the third and 
second wards, returning to headquarters at 
about 0:1G. After breaking ranks the mem- 
bers assembled nt tho court house, which was 
so full of people that standing room was hard 
to find. Tho demonstration as a homo affair 
was a line hurrah and made the democrats tool 
tlrua. 


MB. TAYLOR'S SPEECH. 


While tho clubs wero marching and tho 


bands playing, Hon. E. S. Taylor, of Chicago, 
a young gentleman who ably assisted In tho 
canvass la Maine, was Introduced to a largo 
and attentive audience by J. U. Mossor. 


Mr. Taylor was received with applause. Ho 


commenced by saying that tho air seems to bo 
vocal with a peculiar muslo. It is tho old re- 
frain: "Hark from the tomb, a doleful sound," 
but it comes from'tho other camp, the demo- 
cratic graveyard. [Laughter.] Kentucky has 
failed to do her duty, and the funeral ceremo- 
nies woro hold In Ohio on Tuesday.

Wo moot 
to ascertain whither wo aro drilling. Tho 
democrats claim that In 1870 the Republicans 
stole tho presidency; that in 1880 It was 
bought, and they proclaim that tho Republi- 
can party has steadily decayed iu moral char- 
acter nnd In political sagacity. In refuting 
those charges tho speaker In order referred to 
tho grand achievements of the party of pro- 
gross since It oaino Into power. The Hopubll- 
onn party passed tho homestead law, and tho 
new territory la settled by as earnest and 
patriotic a people as can bo found in Macon 
county or Ohio; tho I'aclflo Hallway, which 
traverses half tho continent, was the work of 
tho party In power, and this groat enterprise 
developed and populated tho groat west, do- 
voloplng tho boundless resources of this great 
oounlry. Tho hind grant accomplished won- 
dciB. Until tho Republican party oaino into 
power tho naturalized foreigner hail not tho 
same rights In America that woro enjoyed by 
tho native; but now they have full privileges. 
Our own people aro protected at homo, and 
they have protection in the old country. Aro 
these evidences of decay?

Thoro 
Is no decay thoro. * * Under Republican rule 
83 per coat, more ot American toll was exported 
than waa sent abroad In alt tho years of tho 
country's history previous to 1880. In all tho 
years of democratic rule only nine thousand 
million dollars of products woro exported.

Ho Btald there until 
tho rain was ovor, and when he tried to crawl 
out tho log had swollen so that ho caught as In 
a vloo. Ho thought he waa going to die right 
thoro, fka ho oould not get out. Then ho thought 
ovor all the moan things ho had done In his 
lifetime'and he felt awfully bad.
